Next  week,  October  30  -  Nov¬ 
ember  5,  is  American  Art  Week. 
At  this  time,  communities  all 
over  the  United  States  will  hold 
exhibits  of  varied  forms  of  Ameri¬ 
can  art.  The  various  states  are 
rated  according  to  their  partici¬ 
pation  in  this  observance.  The 
year  before  last,  Georgia  placed 
third;  last  year  she  placed  second. 

GSCW  got  off  to  an  early  start 
with  an  Oriental  Art  Exhibit, 
October  11-18,  consisting  of  rare 
Block  Prints  and  Illuminated 
Music.  This  year,  Art  Week  will 
be  followed  by  an  exhibit  of 
paintings,,  bent  glass,  and  jewelry 
by  GSCW  alumnae.  This  display 
may  be  seen  in  the  Art  Gallery, 
November  6-28. 

Much  has  been  planned  for  Art 
Week  here  in  Miiledgeville.  It 
will  be  officially  launched  here  on 
campus  Monday  morning  in  cha¬ 
pel.  Throughout  the  week  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Union  will  feature  prints  of 
American  artists;  the  Home  Eco¬ 
nomics  department  will  arrange 
flowers  in  Chapel  and  Parks 
buildings;  in  Arts  there  will  be 
class-room  work  of  the  GSCW 
students;  and  in  Peabody  Labora¬ 
tory  School  there  will  be  a  dis¬ 
play  of  the  grammar  students’  art 
work.  Many  of  the  town’s  busi¬ 
ness  concerns,  too,  will  celebrate 
Art  Week  with  displays  and  ex¬ 
hibits.  The  Gas  Company  will 
show  work  of  the  patients  at  the 
Miiledgeville  State  Hospital;  Eli¬ 
zabeths’,  pottery,  china,  and  glass 
by  American  companies,  weaving 
by  the  Stephens’  mills,  and  brick 
from  the  Bone  Brick  Yard.

Five  thousand  dollars  worth  of 
new  band '  instruments  have  ,  been 
added  to  the  GSCW  music  depart¬ 
ment.  Dr.  Noah,  director  of  the 
music  department,  says  “GSCW  . 
hopes  to  .  have  a  band  on  par ,  with 
ithe  best  bands  in  a  school  of  her 
size  in  the  near  future.” 

The  list  of  instruments  is  im¬ 
pressive,  and  their  prices  are 
equally  striking.  The  oboe,  made 
by  F.  Loree  in  Paris,  is  the  most 
expensive  of  the  instruments, 
costing  almost  $700.  The  set  of 
Umpani  represents  $580,  and  the 
Olds  Special  Cornet  $169.  Other 
instruments  include:  an  Evette  - 
Schaefer  Clarinet,  Buffet  alto 
saxophone,  WFL  concert  bass 
drum,  and  a  host  of  others.  How¬ 
ever,  these  instruments  plus  the 
old  ones  represent  a  minimum 
for  a  concert  band,  and  next  year, 
others  will  be  added. 

The  instruments  are  not  the  on¬ 
ly  important  part  of  the  band, 
however.  Many  new  musicians  are 
needed.  There  are  forty  band

Our  honor  system,  but  is  it  really  ours? 

An  honor  code,  such  as  ours,  cannot  really  belong  to  us 
unless  we  make  it  our  own.  How  can  this  be  done?  We  can 
begin  by  understanding  the  code  from  front  to  back,  through  and 
through.  After  we  understand,  comes  a  still  harder  task— we 
must  live  with  it  and  make  it  an  integral  part  of  our  lives.  Then, 
and  only  then,  can  we  call  the  honor  code  our  ov/n. 

This  series  of  articles  is  designed  to  help  in  the  job  of  under¬ 
standing  the  honor  code.  The  rest  must  remain  a  personal  re¬ 
sponsibility  and  challenge. 

What,  do  we  usually  think  of  when  we  hear  the  word 
"cheating"?  It's  just  natural  for  most  of  us  to  form  a  mental 
picture  of  one  student  copying  another's  test  paper.  Well,  that 
is  cheating,  but  there  are  many  other  things  that  could  be  and 
should  be  thought  of  in  this  respect.  Consider  for  a  moment 
"cheating  outside  of  .class," 

How  many  times  have  we  reported  on  books  we  haven't 
finished  or  perhaps  even  begun?  It  may  seem  a  lot  easier  to 
let  somebody  else  tell  us  about  a  book  or  read  a  summary  of 
it.  But  isn't  this  a  breach  of  honor  just  as  much  as  any  other 
form  of  cheating? 

Think  about  the  times  that  someone  may  have  discussed  a 
test  with  someone  who  hadn't  taken  it.  We  might  have  seen 
it,  heard  it,  or  even  done  it  ourselves  without  actually  thinking 
of  it  as  cheating. 

It  seems  pretty  unnecessary  and  a  lot  of  extra  trouble.  It's  a  lot 
easier  just  to  say  we've  read  more  than  we  actually  have. 
We  may  get  credit  for  it,  but  look  again,  isn't  that  cheating,  too? 

We  have  all  worked  in  groups  on  a  particular  project  or 
paper  at  one  time  or  another.  This  always  presents  q  tempta¬ 
tion  to  let  one  or  two  people  do  all  the  work  and  everybody 
get  the  same  credit  for  it.  Can  we  really  feel  that  this  is  the 
honest  thing  to  do? 

Glance  back  now,  do  you  fit  any  one  of  these  categories? 
If  so,  now  is  the  time  to  begin,  living  the  honor  system.  Now 
is  the  time  to  make  the  honor  code  your  personal  code  of 
honor.  Can  you  meet  the  challenge,
